Anancs commities of the Uulted Btethe 
steel corporation has purchased the Union 
and Sharon steel plants now controlled by | 
the Union Steel company. 

The Union plant is located, near Pittsburg, 
Pa., on the Monongahela river, and the 
Sharon at Sharon, Pa. When fully com- 
pleted they will have five modern blast fur- 
naces and twenty-five open hearth f 
and tube, bar, sheet, and plate mills. They 
have about 5,000 acres of coking coal in the 
Connelisville region, besides terminal rail- 
roads in the coke region, 6,200 acres of fuel 
coal on the Monongahela river; limestone 
properties, and valuable developed ore mines 
in the Mesaba region and Marquette region 
containing about 40,000,000 tons of ore. 

The steel corporation pays the. exact cost 
of the plants to be determined by auditors, 
For the real estate ore properties and the 
coal lands they will pay not to exceed the 
present market value. The stockholders of 
the Union and Sharon plants agree to fur- 
‘nish $10,000,000 cash to be expended in the 
completion and developmenet. of the proper- 
tles. 

The manner of paying for the property will 
be by a bond issue of $45,000,000, secured on 
the property, and principal and interest 

teed by the steel corporation. For

General. Hamlin. yesterday gave 
Chicago corporations a hard blow when he 
informed the state board of équalization at 
Springfield that the capital stock of the com- 
panies in question should be taxed. 

The attorney general’s opinion was given 
in reply to the contention of the following 
companies that they organized for purely 
manufacturing purpofes and hence were ex- 
empt from a capital stock assessment: The 
Knickerbocker Ice company, the Street's 
Western Car Stables lines, the Diamond 
Match company, Armour & Co., Swift & Co., 
Chicago Title and Trust company, A. Booth 
& Oo.. and the Pullman company. 

Only Two Are Exempt, 

According to the attorney general only 
Armour & Co. and Swift & Co. were exempt, 
and the committee is expected to follow his 
opinion. In his decision Mr. Hamlin says: 

The proviso of the revenue law exempting 
purely manufacturing corporations from 
capital stock assessment by the state board of 
equalization was engrafted into the revenue 
statute as an amendment. In the case of the 
Coal Run Coal company against Finlen it 
was held to be competent for the legislature 
to classify corporations and provide for the 
assessment of their capital stock, through 
the state board of equalization, and that 
other property might be assessed by local 
assessors. 

The Supreme court has held this statute in 
its amended condition to be constitutional. 
The only question remaining therefore is to 
determine from an inspection of the char- 
ters of these companies if they are incor- 
porated for purely manufacturing purposes.

Young Woman's Statements After 
Death of Allie Dool Are Re- 
lated in Court at Aledo.

To those who comprehended the full mean- 
ing of the testimony as it applied to Miss 
Dunlap there came a new light which ex- 
plained in part her attitude in court, her 
actions after the death of Miss Dool, and 
the seeming indifference she has manifested 
while under the public gase.

The managers of elevated 
lee on . the roads where the third rail 
Third Rail. gystem of electric traction 
is employed are ready to re- 
ward the inventive genius who will show 
them how to prevent interfer@hce with traffic 
by sleet or ice on the third rail.

The Engineering News doubts 
whether there is-any effective remedy for the 
icing of the third rail except roofing it over, 
and it says there are objections to that. The

HOLIDAY GIFTS FOR EUROPE. 

One steamer which left New York last 
Wednesday for Europe had on board postal 
mouey orders aggregating $639;338. This is 
only a part of the Christmas gift which 
America makes to Europe. The steamer | 
which carried the money orders carried also 
bills of exchange and drafts sent by men and 
women domiciled in Amierica to relatives 
and friends on the other side of the ocean. 
Other vessels have sailed whose mails con- 
tain postal orders and drafts. Some of 
the mpney now going across the ocean will 
pay the passage to America of parents or 


the other side until enough could be saved 
up to bring them here. Some of it will go 
to the support of those to whom it is sent. 
There are many families in Ireland and 
elsewhere which would starve or be driven 
to the poorhouse were it not for the Ameri- 
can remittances. 

Of the $639,000 sent on one steamer $230,- 
000. was for Great Britain, which in this 
case probably means Ireland. Next\came 
Germany with $91,000, Sweden with $88,- 
000, and Italy with $78,000. It would be 
interesting to know how much money in all 
is sent abroad at this time of the year 
and to what countries it is sent. The flow 
is all one way. Tokens of affection and lov- 
ing letters are coming from Europe, but 
no money. The money earners are here. 
No one finds, fault with the remittances 
and complains that the country is being 
drained of its wealth. The sums sent 
abroad embody more self-denial and affec- 
tion and do more good and give more hap- 
piness than equal sums expended for any 
other purpose. It is well for Europe, in 
many parts of which there have been hard 
times this year, that prosperity should be so 
general in the United States and the new- 
comets be able to make e large 
Christmas gifts.

It has 
sent a memorial to congress, in which it 
says the bill is “ worse than the conscrip- 
tion in France, Germany, Austria, and Rus- 
sia,“ and that it is calculated “to take 
young men out of the workshop and field, 
and the women of the country will be com- 
pelled to take up these avocations or starve.” 
The ignorance which the memorialists 
display is so profound as to be amus- 


ing. They appear to have no knowl- 


edge of the bill they condemn nor of 
the American. militia system. In Illinois, 
as in most other states, the militia consists 
of all able bodied: males between the ages 
of 18 and 45, and the legislature is empow- 
ered to provide for their organization, equip- 
ment, and discipline. The members of the 
militia, except when they have conscientious 
scruples against bearing arms, can be re- 
quired to do militia duty in time of peace. 
At an earlier day, when the population of 
the country was smaller, the militiamen 
were required to provide themselves with 
artis and turn out for yearly muster and 
drill, so they might not be altogether igno- 
rant of the soldier’s trade. At present the 
only able bodied males between 18 and 45 
who render any militia service are those 
who render it voluntarily. They join of 
their own accord National guard regiments 
or independent companies. 

It is not the object of the Dick militia bill 
to force members of the unorganized mili- 


tia to do militia duty. The assertion of the 


National Arbitration association that the 
object is to make every young man a soldier, 
whether he wishes to be one or not, is cu- 
riously inexact. Its sole object is to make 
the organized militia, or the men who have 
served in it and have had some military 
training, of greater value in the event of 
war. 

Apparently the National- Arbitration as- 
sociation is so thoroughly persuaded that all 
difficulties between nations should be set- 
tled by arbitration that it looks with horror 
on legislation which contemplates the possi- 
bility of war. It opposes every measure 
which it thinks may foster a warlike spirit. 


It would like to see the National guard 


regiments changed over into peace socie- 
ties. European nations have not yet dis- 
armed and agreed to arbitrate their differ- 
ences. When they do it will be time for the 
United States to assume that there will be 


no future wars and act accordingly. In the 


meantime it must provide for possible wars. 
One simple, inoffensive method of doing so 
is by the passage of the Dick militia bill. 
It is-a legitimate and desirable exercfse of 
the control over the militia which the consti- 


tution vests in congress.

ING EDWARD probably will revert in 
‘the coming year to his mother’s 
method of holding drawing rooms, 
the courts of last season were a dis- 
tinct failure and were a source of 
pronounced dissatisfaction on the part of 
those for whose benefit they were intended. 

On ascending the throne King Edward 
found that there were something like 10,000 
names on the court list—that is to say, people 
who had been presented at court. Of course, 
when he decided to hold evening courts in- 
stead of drawing rooms, and intimated that 
only those could attend who had received in- 
vitations, everybody wanted to be asked and 
clamored for cards. To satisfy them all was 
quite out of the question. Bven by holding 
a succession of courts it would have been 
impossible to invite 50 per cent of that number 
during the course. of a season, and the con- 
sequence was that the moiety, who were put 
off with promises that they would receive 
invitations the following year, felt intensely 
bitter and considered themselves victims of | 
a most unjust discrimination. 

Then it was discovered that it would en- 
tail too much fatigue on the king and queen 
for all those Invited to pass before them, and 
so only the débutantes and the ladies pre-
